In January, 1802, Glen A. Milliren
opened a gents' furnlshiog store In the
smallest store room In the Bes Hive
block, His stock was not very large
and Glen's experience was not extensive
In that line of business, but he bad a
large supply of enterprise and push,
consequently he bullt up a good trade.
In 1805 his business demanded larger
quarters nnd hoe rented one of the large
storea roome in the 8. T. Reynolds
block, now National Hotel. When the
change was made to the new and larger
room Charles M. Milliren, brother of
Glen, become & partner, and thelr
business continued to Increase. Last
year, when it was declded to make a
hotel out of the Reynolds block and
Milllrens had to move thelr store, there
Wik no vacant store room In town
large enough for them aod they finally
decided to buy the sixty foot lot east
of the Nationsl and put up a large
bullding for themselves. The work
was started early In the summer, but
Millirens bad to vacate the room in
Roynolds block and they moved thelir
goods 1o u tent on 8 vacant lot almosy
opposite THE STAR office, where they
did busipess all summer. From the

opera housa  block untll their new
building was ready for ocoupancy.

The 2181 of last November they moved
into thelr new buildiog and opened a
department store and now have o fine
store. Charles M, Mllliren is manager
of the store at this pluce and Glen A.
Milllren Is manager of the large oloth-
Ing store that they bought in Kane
about two years ago. Walter H. Clare
has charge of the dry goods depart-
ment of the Reynoldsville store.

The Milllren blook Is 40 feet wide
and 100 feet deap. The sides and rear
are red brick and the froot is Amhurst
Blue Ohlo Stone. The front is colonial
style, giving the bullding a beautifal
and lmposing appearance. The stope
work wns done by B. C. Skioner, a
skilled and artistie stonemason,

The first floor of interfor 18 one large
room, with clothing und gents’ lurnlsh-

&c,, on the other side. All the interior
woodwork Is finished in natural yollow
pine. The fixtures are oxydized copper,
the celling Is stesl.

is hoated with steam. There is adress-

part of store room. The store Is com-
plete in all departments, and hasa
eltified appearance and is a credit to
our town., Milllrens are to be congratu-
lated on having such s fine store and
bullding.

The second floor of this building Is
now being fitted up for the Elk lodge,
and when completed will be as fine
lodge rooms as can be found in this
section of country. There will be eleven
rooms altogether, ladies' parlor, gentle-
men's parlor, bllliard room, danoing
hall, with n small stage In one end, card

room, lobby, kitehen, two closets and
bath rooms. The dancing hall will be
used for banguets.
